If the United. States Congress 
Approves the proposed £62,500,000 
.oun to Greece (as seems certain), 
the latter country may still be res: 
cued tram complete economic col- 
lapse. If the loan is refused the 
already unstable, political fabric 
of Greece can have little hope of 
resisting disintegration; — Purely 
upon economic grounds, the case 
for saving Greece from -bank- 
ruptey is strong, but the matters 
cannot be-regarded simply in terms:

investment. Refusal of the loan 
would mean that Greece might
